Has Gene to the Penitentiary and Her 
Sweetheart Is Free. 


OARTHAGB, Mo., Sept. 24.—Lizzie Christy 
has gone tothe Penitentiary and her sweet- 
heart isfree. The girl was arrested at Se- 
dalia with a horse and buggy, stolen at 
Webb City, in her possession. The circum- 
stances were of such a nature that she must 
either acknowledge the erime and go to the 
Penitentiary or swear it upon her sweet- 
heart, Bill Setser, and she heroically chose 
the former.

He promised to be here and help me 
come clear, Dut when I went up to the court- 
room for trial he wasn’t there. 

“I don’t allow myself to get blue or discour- 
aged over going to the penitentiary,’’ she 
said. ‘*When I serve out my two years lam 
going away off somewhere where nobody 
— me and I will never get in trouble 
again.’’ 

Parties at Webb City, who knew the family 
in Howard County, say they were the best of 
the neighborbood, and that Ligsie was an 
honest, generous-hearted country girl.

The Grand-jury to-Cay began an investiga- 
tion of the escape of the seven prisoners last 
Saturday from the cage attached to the 
Criminal Court. Chief Deputy Sherif 
Larry Kickbam was defore the body and 
questioned as to his knowledge regarding 
the matter. Sherif Staed has taken no 
action in the matter as yet 
and it Is understood that he 
will take none until the Grand-jury hae 
sifted the matter. Judge Edmunds stated to- 
Gay that he intended calling the Grand-jury 
before him ana instructing them on two 
points regarding the investigation. 
First with a view to hav- 
ing the prisoners who escaped 
or who attempted to escape or aided in the 
matter indicted, and aiso to inguire as to 
whether any officers in charge of the prison - 


ers are responsibie,. 

Deputy Sheriff William Annis was in charge 
of the cage when the prisoners escaped. He 
is said to be arelative of Hugh Brady, who 
is alleged to have interested himself in try 
ing to secure the release on dall of 
James Bryant, alias Barton, the alleged 
diamond thief, whois supposed to have ied 
the escape and who was recaptured aftera 


hard chase. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond 
Gefeated the release of tryant on Dall by 
announcing that he would have him re-ar- 
rested as soon as he was released. 

Ot course,’’ said Judge Eamunds to-day, 
**l cannot say what the factsare, but it looks 
strange that seven men could get out of the 
cage with a Deputy Sheriff standing in front 
and he not to Enow anything 
it.

I had you, tlemen, sammoned before 
the Court in regara tothe jail escape of last 
Saturday. Last Saturday between 9 and 10 
o’ciock, while prisoners were Deing ar- 
raigned, seven escaped from the court cage. 
It seems to the court impossible that this 
could have occurred without culpable negli- 
gence on the part of deputy sheriffs in euarge 
if not culpable 1 something 
worse. nder the circumstances 
the court orders you to 
thoroughly investigate the matter. The 
Court also calls your attention to 
the fact the prisoners who 
escaped, and also those who were recap 
tured, are liable to indictment for felony.’’ 
The Grand-jury then inspected the cage 
from which the prisoners escaped, after 
which they adjourped for the day.

THE GORIN TRAIN ROBBERY. . 


The full report of the attempted robbery 
of the Santa Fe train, near “Gorin, this 
State, with the testimony of the two cap- 
tured accomplices of an alleged detective, 
Walter E. McDaniels, which appeared in 
yesterday’s BuNDAY Post-DIsPraToH, is a 
remarkable story. 

Lincoln Overfield and Charles Abrams, 
the men under arrest, separately and with- 
out apparent possibility of collusion, as- 
sert that they were induced to enter into 
the plot to rob the train by McDaniels, 
who first suggested the idea, arranged the 
plan end persuaded them to undertake the 
crime by promises of great wealth. Both 
of these men are simple-minded country- 
men, not likely to formand execute the 
daring plot in which they engaged, and 
their statements carry the conviction of 
truth. Abrams made his statement in ex- 
pectation of death from his wounds. 

This testimonyis strengthened by the 
characters of the men engaged in the con- 
spiracy. The twotrain robbers are hard 
working farmers and have borne fair char- 
acters among their neighbors. McDaniels, 
on the other hand, is viewed with sus- 
picion. His conduct after the robbery 


confessions of his companions strengthens 
the case against him. 

The case calls for a thorough and impar- 
tial investigation. If McDaniels led Over- 
field and Abrams into the train robbing 
conspiracy with the hope of gaining re- 
ward or fame as a detective his guilt can- 
not be measured by a mere conviction for 
conspiracy to commit crime. The disre- 
gard of law and of human life involved in 
such a scheme would stamp its originator 
as an inbuman monster. McDaniels 
should be placed under arrest. 

Detective Kinney and the other officials 
of the Santa Fe Railroad who were ocog- 
nizant of the plot are not blameless. It is 
amazing that, knowing of the plot, they 
let it be brought to execution, and in- 
structed their agent to assist in executing 
it, to the great danger of the passengers 
and crew of the train, without first know- 
ing more than they appear to have known 
about the antecedents and character of 
McDaniels. It was a mere stroke of good 
luck that the wounding of the engineer 
and the killing of one of McDaniels’ 
dupes were the worst results of the attack. 


THE sr. LOUIS OUTLOOK. 
Congressman Tarsney of Kansas City bas 
been assuring his Democratic co-workers 
in Washington that after a careful survey 
of the field in Missouri he finds no reason 
to fear the loss of more than one Congress- 
man from the Missouri Democratic delega- 
tion.
